When tho cornerstone of the Washing­ 
ton monument at Washington was laid, 
July 4, 1848, there was a brilliant assem ­ 
blage. 
Am ong those in attendance were 
a few men and women who had been con­ 
temporaries of the Father of His Country. 
Upon tho platfonn were seated side by 
side tho widows of Alexander Hamilton 
and President Alad Ison, both of whom had. 
witnessed the birth of tho republic. Prod- 
dent Polk and his cabinet were present, 
and Robert C. Winthrop delivered the ora­ 
tion. 
The date, July 4, 1851, the seventy-fifth 
anniversary of the nation’s birthday, was 
selected as the occasion for laying the cor- 1 
ncrstone of the © tension of the capital a t !

Civil 
war had become a dread reality. 
Confed­ 
erate troops had been assembling for 
weeks Across the Potonmo in Virginia. 
Apprehensions for the safety of Washing 
ton were rifo and Federal troops were 
throwing up fortifications and pushing in ­ 
to the field. 
A lm ost daily reports were 
coming in of skirmishes and light engage­ 
ments between the opposing forces. 
In 
this crisis the Fourth was celebrated with 
renewed fervor. 
Congress met In speeial 
resalon 011 that day, the only tim e In the 


a atfc. - 


history of the country that the day has 
been chosen for such a purpose. 
There 
was a dramatic force In the arrangement 
that was not without its effect in stim u­ 
lating patriotism in tho then tense condi- 
tim of the public mind. 
At once Presi­ 
dent Lincoln »Tit In his message calling 
for 490,000 men and $400,000,000 and urg­ 
ing prompt measures for tho prosocution 
of the war. 
Tho month of July, 1868, opened with 
much of hope and anxiety throughout tho 
country. 
All eyes north and south were 
turned toward Gettysburg and Vicksburg, 
and there was little thought anywhere 
save for the opposing armies that faced 
| each other. 
For seven-1 weeks the inva- 
I sion of Pennsylvania by the Confederate 
army of the Potomac had been talked of. 
! The state m ilitia of Pennsylvania had 
j been called, and President Lincoln had 
j summoned troops 
from 
Pennsylvania, 
j Ohio, Maryland nnd West V irginia to ro- 
I pel the invasion. 
The Confi-derates had 
crossed the Potomac and several sm all en­ 
gagements had already occurred. 
On the 
1st of July the two great forees—the 
flower of the Confederate and the Union 
armies— met in what was to tie one of the 
greatest battles of modern warfare. 
The 
world knows the sanguinary glory of 
Seminary Ktdgo, Rock Creek, Cemetery 
Ridge, Little Hound Top and Oak Ridge, 
nnd the great, deeds of Meade, Reynolds, 
Hancock, Sickles, Howard, Sedgwick, lose, 
Ixmgstroet, H ill, Karly and others. 
For 
three days the country stood aghast and 
trembling, but when the Fourth dawned 
Lee was in full retreat back across the Po- J 
fconrnc. 
Nor does Gettysburg stand alono In ' 
ranking July 4, 1868, eminent. 
V icks­ 
burg comes in for a share Ir. the distinc­ 
tion. 
Fur many long 
weary months 
Grant by hind and Porter by water had 
been besieging the strong city on 
the 
banks of tin* Mississippi. 
From the latter 
jsart of May the im o im c n t was complete. 
The doomed city was Itombardid without 
intermission day and night, ami it is esti­ 
m at'd that 10,900 shells were thrown in­ 
to its street« every day. 
Capitulation 
was only a question of days or at the most 
of weeks, and on the Fourth the wornout 
array of brave defenders surrendered, and 
the triumph of the 1 nion forces was com­ 
plete. General Hallcek, in speaking of the 
tactic* that secured this victory, declared 
that “ no more brilliant «xploit ran be 1 
found in military history.’*

What if 
tlio orator, t«>o, makes the Agnoriean eagle 
spread his pinions wide and em it his most 
piercing shrieks! 
This is as it should Ins. I 
Probably a modicum of bombast and rhe­ 
torical fustian really goes quite as far in 
whetting the patriotic appetite as would 
1 be most ratwnal and ¡uiinstaking exposi­ 
tion. 
The traditional Fourth of July role bra-' 
tion, with its picnic junketings umi social 
assemblages and its fireworks, whether 
composed of gunpowder or of eloquence, is 
a wholesome institution, good to encour­ 
age- 
May it wave as long as Old Glory 
streams above it ! 
One thing may be sug­ 
gested in this connection, however, in view 
of the fact that it is so much a children's 
day.

SH O U LD N O T T R E A T T H EM . 


ITor««« Err From Ignorance, Pain or Fright, 
They M uit Be Convinced That R esist­ 
ance 1« IT»eIe«»—l'«e the W hip Sparingly 
and Never K ick the Anim al. 


Horses are essentially creatures of 
habit; of gentle, confiding dispositions, 
but excessively nervffus; timid, at times 
irritable, and prone to resist strenuous­ 
ly anything that frightens them. If, for 
example, you put a rope hnlfcer on an 
unbroken colt and tie him to a post, the 
more the rope cuts into his tender skin 
the greater w ill be his struggles, w hile 
he w ill soon yield to a halter that in­ 
flicts no pain. 
Through nervous fright horses some­ 
tim es become panic stricken and abso­ 
lutely uncontrollable. 
They suffer also 
occasionally from what, for want of n 
better name, may be call« d “ nervous 
paralysis,” when they seem to be phys­ 
ically iucajfible of motion. 
This con­ 
dition is almost, invariably the result of 
brutal treatment, and the only m ison- 
ablo explanation of it is that the first 
emotion aroused in the horse by punish­ 
ment is fear; that when lie finds that 
he cannot escape anger aikl a spirit of 
resistance are mingled with his fright, 
and that these eombitu.d emotions pro­ 
duce this morbid state. 
The horse is quick to take advantage 
of the ignorance or the fear of those 
who control him. 
As compared with 
the dog, he is somewhat slow of com­ 
prehension, but ho differs from the dog 
in this also— that he seldom becomes 
“ t<90 old to learn new tricks,” and his 
memory is so retentive that h«s never 
forg* ts what he has once thoroughly 
learned. 
It may also be set down as a rule, 
w ith but few exceptions, that he intends 
to do just right. 
If he err, it is from 
ignorance, pain or fright, rarely from 
stubbornness or vice. 
This seems to to 
generally unknown or at least disre­ 
garded, for of all animals the horse is 
the least understood, the most harshly 
judged and unjustly treated, and for the 
least infraction of discipline he is too 
often brutally punished. 
If men who 
train horses would control their tem­ 
pers and endeavor to ascertain the cause 
of the anim al’Muisbehavior, they would 
find that there is often a good excuse for 
his actions. 
The eye is the tost index to the ani­ 
m al’s feelings. The ears are very ex­ 
pressive, 
but they do not revtal sc 
plainly tho « motions that are dominat­ 
ing him as the eye does. 
Therefore 
otndy tin« ey<> with it* varying expres­ 
sions, and When you can read its mean­ 
ing you hold the key to one of the chief 
secrets of successful horse training, 
The horse should to convinced thnt 
resistance is useless, but do not to im­ 
patient or harsh. 
Remember that suc­ 
cess is the reward of unwearied pa­ 
tience. 
If you fail at fir^t, keep trying 
until you succeed. 
Do not to discour­ 
aged if you do not seem to make much 
progress. Your task may take weeks or 
even months, but if you persevere you 
w ill triumph. 
While it is true that w ith some horse« 
the whip must to occasionally used, it 
should to tho very last resort, and re- 
member always that one, or at most 
two, cuts and a few sternly spoken 
words are more 
efficacious than an 
hour’s punishment. 
There is no more 
vicious or false id« a than that a horse is 
benefited by a “ sound thrashing.” 
On 
the contrary, it is the very worst thing 
you can do, becauso the horse’s recollec 
tiou of tho pain and th< fright occa­ 
sioned by it is mor«’ vivid and « nduring 
than his remembrance of why it was 
administered, and at your next lesson 
he is nervous and afraid and at the least 
not«' of anger in your voice (for horses 
jmjgo the mrtxl of the trainer by his 
manner and bis tone of voice) he may 
b« come almost uncontrollable in his ef­ 
forts to escape tho expected flagellation. 
It is a safe rule for any one having a 
lnisty temper not to have a whip at 
hand. 
The tem ptuthu to us© it may to 
too great. And it is also wise not to at­ 
tempt to teach him when you aro in a 
bad humor, for if bo does not do just 
right you w ill pnolmbly vent some of it 
ou him. 
Whin whipping is used only as a last 
resort, tho necessity for it seldom arises. 
As the horse makes progress in his edu­ 
cation he uiulerstands b« tterwhat is re­ 
quired of him ami transgresses less fre­ 
quently, and m arly always a sound rat­ 
ing when he knows tlrat he is misbe­ 
having is sufllci«'ut. 
Sim times when 
this is disregarded a slap with the op« u 
hand w ill cause instant obedience. 
There are two forms of punishment, 
or rather brutality, that are inexcusa­ 
ble under any circumstances—these are 
striking a horso over the head, no mat- 
t< r bow light the blow, and kicking 
him —and aside from their inhumanity 
there is great danger of permanently in­ 
juring him. 
Whenever during a lesson 
a colt or young horse becomes heated 
and angry, cease at once, and if you 
have been impatient and abuse«l him 
keep away from him and do not ap­ 
proach him until lie has forgotten the 
occurrence. 
Be soothing and gentle in your man­ 
ner ami your toue of voice. 
Win his 
confidence, and you w ill never regret it, 
for then in the hour of danger your 
voice and the touch of your hand reas­ 
sure him, and lie w ill face imminent 
peril if only you are near. 
In conclusitju never forg« t that the 
triumph of the tw iner’» art is in w ill­ 
ing and ehi erful obedience from a de­ 
sire to please, and because long custom 
has made it a habit, not because the 
horse fears to disobey through dread of 
punishment.—Our Animal Friends.

V ictoria’s coronation roll in The Con 
tury. 
The writer says; 
After telling how tho privy council 
wafl formed into a commission “ to h* a? 
tho petitions of bhe lords, great men, 
nobles, knights tjnd other with regard 
to services, duties» attendances, offices, 
fees and rights connected with the cere­ 
mony of coronation,” tho roll states 
w hat these petitions were, or at least 
such of them as were granted. 
One was that the ikftfce of Norfolk, 
who claim ed “ tho right to find for tlie 
queen on her day of coronation a glove 
for her m ajesty’s right hand and to sup 
port tiro queen’s right arm on the sam e 
day as long as her m ajesty shall hold 
in her baud the royal scepter, tho peti 
tiouer holding the mono** of Worksop 
by the aforesaid services.” In other 
words, if the Duko of Norfolk had 
failed to provide the glove or to support 
her m ajesty’s arm at that particular 
time his ownership of Worksop manor 
would have -been invalidated and the 
property have reverted to the crown.

MANAGING HORSES. 


HOW YOU SHOULD AND HOW YOU 


SHOULD NOT TREAT THEM . 


H orses E rr F rom Ign oran ce, F ain or F rig h t. 
T hey M ust Ile C onvinced T h at R esist­ 


an ce Is U seless—I'se th e W h ip S p arin gly 


anil N ever K ick th e A n im al. 


Horses are essentially creatures of 
habit; of gentle, confiding dispositions, 
but excessively nervous; tim id, at times 
irritable, and prone to resist strenuous­ 
ly anything that frightens them, If, for 
example, you put a ropo bailor on au 
unbroken colt and tie him to a post., the 
more the rope cuts into his tender skin 
tile greater will be his struggles, while 
he will soon yield to a halter that in ­ 
flicts no pain. 
Throng Ii nervous fright horses some­ 
times become panic stricken aud abso­ 
lutely uncontrollable. 
They suffer also 
occasionally from what, for want of a 
better name, may be called “ nervous 
paralysis,” when they seem to be phys­ 
ically infallible of motion. 
This con­ 
dition is almost invariably the result of 
brutal treatm ent, and the only reason­ 
able explanation of it is that the first 
emotion aroused in the horse by punish­ 
m ent is fear; that when he finds that 
lie cannot escape anger add a spirit of 
resistance are mingled w ith his fright, 
and that these combined emotions pro­ 
duce this morbid state. 
The horse is quick to take advantage 
of the ignorance or the fear of those 
who control him. 
As compared with 
the dog, he is somewhat slow of com­ 
prehension, but. he differs from the dog 
in this also— that he seldom becomes 
“ too old to learn new tricks,” and ins 
memory is so retentive that he never 
forgets what he has once thoroughly 
learned. 
It may also be set down as a rule, 
with but few exceptions, that he intends 
to do just right, 
lf he err, it is from 
ignorance, pain or fright, rarely from 
stubbornness or vice. 
This seems to be 
generally unknown or at least disre­ 
garded, for of all animals the horse is 
the least understood, th*' most harsh]v 
judged and unjustly treated, and for the 
least infraction of discipline he is too 
often brutally punished. If men who 
train horses would control their t* ra­ 
pers and endeavor to ascertain the cause 
of the anim al’amisbehavior, they would 
find that there is often a good excuse for 
his actions. 
The eye is the best index to the ani­ 
m al’s feelings. The ears are very ex­ 
pressive, 
but they do not reveal si 
plainly the emotions that art* dominat­ 
ing liini as the eye does. 
Therefore 
study the eye w ith its varying expres­ 
sions, and When yon can read ifs mean­ 
ing you hold the key to one of the chief 
secrets of successful horse training. 
The horse should be convinced that 
resistance is useless, bnt do not be im ­ 
patient or harsh. 
Remember that suc­ 
cess is tho reward of unwearied pa­ 
tience. 
If yon fail at fir^t, keep trying 
until you succeed. 
Do not be discour­ 
aged if yon do not seem to make much 
progress. Your task may take weeks or 
even months, but if you persevere you 
w ill triumph. 
While it is true that w ith some horses 
the whip must be occasionally used, it 
should be tho very last resort, and re- 
mem U t a ll ays that one, or at most 
two, cuts and a few fife inly sjtoken 
words are more 
efficacious than an 
hour’s punishment. 
There is no mon 
vicious or falsi* id* a than that a hors** 1* 
benefited by a “ sound thrashing.” On 
the contrary, it is the very worst tiling 
you can do, because the horse’s recollec­ 
tion of the pain and the fright occa­ 
sioned by it is more vivid aud i nducing 
than his remembrance of why it was 
administered, and at your next lesson 
be is nervous and afraid and at the least 
note of anger in your voice (for horst** 
judge the mood of the trainer by hi)* 
manner and his tone of voice) he may 
become almost uncontrollable in his ef­ 
forts to escape the expected flagellation. 
It is a safe rub for any one having a 
hasty temper not to have a whip at 
hand. 
The temptatn ii to usa it may be 
too great And it is also wise not to at­ 
tempt to teach him when you are in a 
bad humor, for if he does nut do just 
rigid you will psobobly vent some of it 
on him. 
Wh* n whipping is used only us a last 
resort, the necessity for it ski dom arises. 
As the horse makes progress in his edu­ 
cation ho understands better w hat is re­ 
quired of him ami transgresses h is fre­ 
quently, aud nciurly always u sound ra t­ 
ing when Iv* knows that he is misbe­ 
having is sufficient, 
iriiu time# when 
this is disregarded a slap with tile open 
hand w ill cause instant obedience. 
There are two forms of punishment, 
or rather brutality, that are inexcusa­ 
ble under any circumstance*—tiles*! are 
striking a hors** over the head, no m at­ 
te r how light the blow, aud kicking 
him —aud aside from their inhumanity 
there is great (lunger of permanently in­ 
juring him. 
Wh* never during a lesson 
a colt or young horse become# heated 
and angry, cease at once, and if you 
haw been impatient and abused him 
keep away from bim aud do not ap­ 
proach him until he ha# forgotten the 
occurrence. 
Ile soothing mid gentle in your man­ 
ner and your tone of voice, 
Win his 
confidence, aud yon will never regret it, 
for then in the hour of danger your 
voice and til* touch of your hand reas­ 
sure him, and in will face imminent 
peril if liiily you ar* m ar. 
In conclusion never forget that the 
trium ph of Hie fa in e r’# art in in w ill­ 
ing aud fin erful obedience from a de­ 
sire to please, and because long custom 
has made it a habit, not because the 
hors** fears to disobey through dread of 
punishm ent.—-Our Animal Friends.
